The recommendation by the Committee 
on Laws of Subordinates that the German 
lodges in this jurisdiction be directed to 
furnish to this committee copies of the 
amendm ents, or by-laws as amended by 
Committee on Laws in German, for revi­ 
sion by the German mem ber of the com­ 
mittee, before being printed or used in the 
lodge, and that all printed copies of the by­ 
laws contain the names of the members of 
this committee by whom said by-laws were 
approved.

The Committee on Printing shall 
consist of three members, consisting of the 
Grand Secretan- and two members to be ap­ 
pointed at each annual session, of which the 
Grand Secretary shall be the Chairman. The 
Committee on Printing shall have power and 
authority to contract for all the necessary prin t­ 
ing of the Grand Lodge, and for the furnishing 
of all needed supplies lor the office of the Grand 
Secretary, and for all materials and work which 
may be required in said office, in such manner 
and upon such terms as the committee shall 
deem lor the best interests of the Grand Lodge. 
Provision was made for a Grand Lodge 
Committee of Five to take charge of all 
m atters proposed relating to Rebekah De­ 
gree Lodges. 
The election of Grand Officers will be 
the special order for to-morrow after read­ 
ing of the journal.

T h e P ro p rie to r of th e Saloon S peaks of a 
Second P isto l. 


S a n F r a n c isc o , May 14th.—The trial of 
ex-Sheritf Arnold oí Colusa county com­ 
menced 
yesterday 
in 
Judge M urphy’s 
Court, when police officer Russell, J. H. 
H etherington, a barkeeper in the Peerless 
Saloon, where the m urder was committed, 
and Charlea A. Loomis testified. 
Long before the Court opened this m orn­ 
ing all the seats and most of the standing 
room in the lobby and the seals within the 
bar were occupied by spectators. Among 
those seated 
within the bar were the 
m other, three sisters, a brother and two 
nephews of the deceased. The former wife 
of the deceased (the parties having been di­ 
vorced) was not present. The two brothers 
of the defendant, who so closely resemble 
him . and who have been in constant at­ 
tendance since the trial began, were as 
usual seated by his side; also, Judge H ar­ 
rington of Colusa. Several o.her friends of 
the defendant were seated in close prox­ 
im ity to him . 
John F. Farley was the first witness 
called. 
He testified: "Som e two weeks 
before the shooting I saw Arnold, Gamess, 
W ard and H arte in a saloon. 
We took 
drinks together. H arte said: 
‘You are 
liable to hear a gun go off at any tim e,’ and 
I went behind Arnold. 
H is hands were in 
the pockets of a light overcoat. H e hesi­ 
tated, as if he wished Gamess to do a little 
more talking. 
He then went over to the 
bar, and afterward walked out of the door, 
leaving Mr. Ward and Garness. Could not 
say that Arnold’s attention was directed 
particularly toward me. Took my position 
behind Arnold because of w hat W ard said. 
Was watching the motions of A rnold’s 
arms, and did not observe the form of any­ 
thing in his pockets." 
On cross-examination the witness stated 
that H arte spoke in a voice too low for 
A rnol1 to hear him . ‘‘Garness said; ‘Come, 
Arnold, and take a drink.’ Arnold replied: 
'I don't care to drink any m o re.’ 
I then 
followed him to the door and saw him go 
up Market street.’’ 
J 


THE PROPRIETOR’S EVIDENCE. 
John Chenoweth testified: 
“ Am propri­ 
etor of the Peerless Saloon. On the after­ 
noon of the 30th of January last I entered 
my saloon about 5 o’clock; passed through 
the Market-street entrance through the bar­ 
room into my private office. 
W hile con­ 
versing with a gentleman I heard a pistol- 
shot. 
W ent in the direction of the shot 
and rushed into room 4. H eard several 
shots. On entering the room I saw a man 
(Gameea) in a stooping 
position, and 
Arnold standing with a pistol in his hand. 
H is arm was extended and Garness was un­ 
der his arm on his hands and knees. As I 
entered the room I extended my right arm 
and threw up Arnold s pistol. *As I did so 
the pistol exploded. 
I then took hold of 
Garness. My object was to prevent a hom i­ 
cide, if possible. Took Garness into the 
reading-room. 
After Arnold had been 
turned over to an officer I returned to the 
reading-room to Garness. There was con­ 
siderable smoke in the room after the 
shooting. 
Was too excited to notice 
the 
smell 
of 
gunpowder. 
As 
soon 
as 
I 
heard 
the 
first 
shot 
I 
rushed out of m y room 
as Quickly 
as a man could go. 
Was in room 4 long 
enough to take a pistol from Arnold and 
then took him to my private room. Handed 
the pistol I took from Arnold to Sergeant 
Nash on his arrival. W hen I left room 4 
w ith Arnold I had to push aside a crowd 
that had gathered. 
Was in charge of 
Arnold all the tim e until officer Nash a r­ 
rived, which was some tw enty minutes. 
Did not converse w ith Arnold then. The 
officer said that Arnold wanted a drink. I 
then w ent to the room where Garness was. 
A carriage was obtained and he was sent to 
the Receiving Hospital. I did not find any 
bullets in room 4. The ballets were turned 
over to me. 
I noticed a bnllet-hole in the 
wainscoting. Two bullets picked up on the 
floor were turned over to rue shortly after 
j the shooting. I turned them over to Ser­ 


geant Nash. 
W hen I entered room 4 
Arnold sai i: 'H old o n ! Hold o n !’ but did 
not show any opposition. 
H e said ’black- 
i?8’i ' 0T 
w aller’ or som ething of the 
kind. 
W hen I took him into my private 
office, I stood guard at the door and wouid 
not allow anybody (o enter untill a proper 
officer came. 
Perm itted H arry Lask to use 
the telephone to send for a doctor. Arnold 
asked: 
'How is Garness ?” A reply was 
made: ‘H e is dead.’ Thereupon Arnold 
dropped his head and said: *1 am sorry.’ ” 


THAT OBJECT ON THE FLOOR. 
On cross-examination the witness said: 
“ When I entered room 4 my foot struck 
against an object which I believe was a 
pistol. 
My foot pushed the object back 
into the corner. 
Simultaneous with the 
shooting there was a shuffling of feet. Im ­ 
mediately after the shooting a crowd of 
people rushed into the saloon.” 
On redirect examination 
the witness 
stated that he was not as positive that the 
object his foot struck against was a pistol 
as it he would be if he had stooped and 
picked it up, but he was quite sure it was a 
pistol. Struck the object while crowding 
Mr. Arnold back in the corner after he had 
struck up his pistol. 
By a juror—Was it not a spittoon which 
your foot struck against? 
W itness—I think I can distinguish be­ 
tween a spittoon ana a pistol. 
The spit­ 
toon in the room was very light. 
“ W’as it a chair castor your foot struck ?” 
“No, sir.” 


MORE TESTIMONY AS TO THE SHOTS. 
George F. Brook testified: 
“J. F. Band 
has left San Francisco.” 
(Mr. Band is one 
of the principal witnesses for the prosecu­ 
tion.) 
H e went to New Orleans on the 
7th inst. 
The Court perm itted counsel to read the 
testimony of Mr. Band, taken at the pre­ 
lim inary exam ination of Arnold in the 
Police Court. The testimony was to the 
effect that witness was an insurance agent. 
Was in the Peerless Saloon a little after 5 
on the afternoon of January 30th iast, 
when he heard shooting in an adjoining 
room, and then saw a m an run out accom­ 
panied by another m an. Brought them 
back. 
The m an’s nam e was Wheeler. 
H eard live shots. 
D. J. W heeler testified: “Am engaged in 
real estate business. On the afternoon of 
January 30th last was in the Peerless Sa­ 
loon, in room 1. Met a lady in the room, 
Miss Rivers. 
On entering tbe room or­ 
dered drinks. 
Don’t recollect who waited 
upon me. H eard shots a few minutes 
after giving my order. The shots were 
very near m y room. 
After hearing two 
shots I went out. Previous to hearing the 
shots I did not hear any disturbance in my 
vicinity.” 
On cross-examination the witness said 
he m et the lady just outside the door, acci­ 
dentally, and not by appointm ent. 
Blanch Rivers testified that she and 
W heeler were in a room in the Peerless 
Saloon on the afternoon of January 30th 
last. She heard several shots. Could not 
say how m any. H eard no scuffle previous 
to the shots. After the shots she left the 
room and was brought back by somebody. 
To a juror—I was not aware that persons 
were in the adjoining room. 


SERGEANT NA8H'8 EVIDENCE. 
Sergeant Charles Nash testified: 
“Saw 
defendant, Arnold, in the private office of 
the proprietor of the Peerless Saloon at 
about 5:25 o’clock on the afternoon of Janu­ 
ary last. Chenowith gave me a pistol with 
five chambers em pty.” 
(Pistol identified 
and examined by jurors.) 
W itness—Took Arnold to prison. On 
the cars 1 offered to pay his fare. H e said: 
“No. I will pay my own fare; you ride 
free.” 
Asked 
him about the shooting. 
He replied: 
“ I am not saying anything 
about that. I have been 
in the same 
business as you are.” Received two bul­ 
lets from Mr. Chenowith. 
(The bullets 
were admitted in evidence.) 
H arry J. Lask testified: 
“Am an insnr- 
ance agent. Saw Garness at the Peerless 
Saloon on the afternoon of January 30th 
last. I was on m y way hom e when I 
heard the shooting in the saloon, and 
rushed in with the crowd. Saw Garness 
sitting in a chair. H e beckoned to me. 
W ent over to him .” 
“ W hat did he say?” 
Objection sustained. 
W itness—From his appearance when I 
first saw him I would not knew that he 
had been shot. H e was the last m an in 
the room I would suppose to have been 
wounded. W hen I reached him he fell 
into my arm s. Helped carry him to the 
hack. 
Among the residents of Colusa county 
present were Superior Judge Bridgford, 
who is seated bv the side of Judge M urphy; 
Colonel George Hager, President, and W. 
P. H arrington, Cashier of the Colusa Bank; 
Senator John Boggs, Dr. R. A. Gray, Dr. 
W . H . Belton, County Clerk J. L. 8eawell, 
Sheriff W . T. Beville, Postm aster H . H. 
Thomas, S. R. Murdock (a prom inent cat­ 
tle owner), L. Reis (m erchant) and W. S. 
Green, of the Colusa Sun. 
Joseph W ard, a new spaperm an, testified 
after recess that he had been w ith Arnold 
and Garness at the Occidental H otel on the 
occasion before referred to. 
Nothing us- 
usual or unpleasant occurred until at a 
point of the conversation Arnold said to 
Garness, “ You lie.” 


CO O LIE B R O K ER S PLEA SED . 


C hinese C annot B e P u n ish e d for Stealing 
In to th e C ountry. 
Los A ngeles, May 14th.—United States 
Commissioner 
Van 
Dyke 
yesterday 
rendered a decision in the case of the eleven 
Chinamen captured by Government officials 
while trying to enter the United States 
from Lower California. The Commissioner 
decided in favor ot the Chinamen and 
against the theory that anything else can 
be done with them except to return them 
to Mexico or possibly to China. 
The section of the Act of 1834 am end­ 
atory of the Act of 1882, under which pro­ 
ceedings were brought, provides clearly 
what shall be done with any Chinese per­ 
son unlaw fully in the United States. 
A 
later Bection, No. 16, provides that any vio­ 
lation of the Act, punishm ent for which is 
not otherwise provided, is a misdemeanor. 
It was under this section that the United 
States Attorney filed the complaint against 
the eleven defendants, holding that the re­ 
moval of Chinamen to the country whence 
they came was not a punishm ent, that 
those coming in illegally were violating 
the law, and that the violation was the only 
one which punishm ent was not provided 
for, and it was therefore the one referred to 
in Section 16. In his brief the United States 
Attorney held that Chinamen could be both 
rem anded and punished. 
Commissioner Van Dyke holds that from 
the reading of the statute there is but one 
course to be followed. 
H e thinks there are 
other violations of the law for which 
punishm ent is not expressly provided, and 
that to those Section 16 applies. But be­ 
yond tbe statute, from the history of the 
anti-Chinese legislation it is easy, he holds, 
to see that the whole aim of the people and 
of Congress has been to prevent Chinese 
from coming into the country, and, if they 
effect an entrance, to send them out as 
quickly as possible. Therefore, taking both 
tbe letter and tbe spirit, the Commissioner 
concludes that there is but one thing to be 
done with the Chinam en—that is. to re­ 
m ove them to the country whence they 
came. 


UN FORTUN ATE LEN A. 


‘•Ton W ill Soon H ave to P la n t Flow er* 
on m y G rave.” 


S a n F r a n c isc o , May 14th.—An analysis 
of the stomach of Lena Lotiji, the young 
girl who died under suspicious circum ­ 
stances in her home at 3 Church place on 
Sunday morning, shows that her death 
was caused by arsenic poisoning. It is 
supposed that fam ily tronbles drove her to 
comm it suicide. 
Those who are acquainted w ith the fam ­ 
ily say that tbe poor girl had anything but 
a happy home. She Pad been despondent 
and morose of late, and it is supposed that 
while in a downhearted mood she took her 
life. Mrs. Lottji, after a lot of questioning, 
adm itted to-day that the girl had frequently 
intim ated that she intended seeking relief 
in death. At the bakery at 15254 Dupont 
street, where she was employed, it was 
learned that she had often talked about 
bow happy it was for those who were 
through with the cares of this life. W hen­ 
ever she had any spare tim e during the 
past few m onths she would visit her fath­ 
er's grave in Lone M ountain Cemetery and 
sit there for hoars. She returned home 
two weeks ago from a visit to tbe ceme­ 
tery. and told her m other that while she 
was at the graveside she had a prem onition 
(hat she had but a short tim e longer to 


live. The thought of death seemed to 
please her, snd to one of her friends she 
remarked: “You will soon have to plant 
llowers on m y grave.”

S a n F r a n c isc o , May 14th.—This m orn­ 
ing, between 3 and 4 o'clock, a saloon on 
Kearny street was the scene of a severe cut­ 
ting affray. 
Robert Parsons, a Presidio 
soldier, slashed May Martinez, alias “Span­ 
ish May,” a waitress employed in the 
Kureka Music H all on Kearny street, with 
a large butcher-knife.

CH IN ESE EXCLUSION. 


R ep o rt o f th e In sp ecto r a t San D iego— 
Hi* (suggestions. 
1\ a s h in g t o n , May 14th.—The Secretarv 
of the Treasury to-day transm itted to the 
Senate the report from Datus E. Coon, the 
Chinese Inspector at San Diego, California, 
dated April 21st, with respect to the eva­ 
sions of the Chinese Exclusion Act. 
Coon says it is true that Chinese are 
coming into the United States despite the 
effor:s of the Customs Department to keep 
them out. 
H e says the opportunities for 
crossing the Mexican border into California 
are m any, and with the force at the com­ 
m and of the departm ent it wili be impossi­ 
ble to prevent them all from entering this 
country. 
Whe'n they have once reached San Diego 
unobserved, it is practically impossible to 
prove when or how they came. Comment­ 
ing upon the charges that the Scott Exclu­ 
sion Act is a failure, Coon savs that this is 
practically true as to its execution lor the 
reason that when a Chinam an is arrested 
he is enabled while in confinement to 
make arrangements with friendly country­ 
men to be returned a second tim e and be 
conducted to some other town. 
H e is also 
able to disguise him self as to make Identi­ 
fication if caught extremely difficult. 
The order of the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury prohibiting the transfer of Chinamen 
in transit in the harbor of San Francisco 
was a most fortunate one, and will check 
the traffic for a time, but some other m eth­ 
od, Coon is confident, will be found by 
which to come into the United States. 
He suggests treaty negotiations with the 
British Government and Mexico looking 
to the exclusion of Chinese, and says that 
Chinese exclusion legislation would then 
be very simple. 
The Morrow and other bills, Coon de­ 
clares, are defective, in that they provide 
for the return of the Chinam en to the 
country from whence they came. 
Even 
children laugh when told of this law, for 
they know a Chinaman returned to Mexico 
will be eatiDg his breakfast in the United 
States the next day. 


FA RM ERS’ A LLIA N CE. 


T h e ir R e p resen tativ e B efore th e W ay» 
an d M enu» C om m ittee. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 14th —Macnne, repre­ 
senting the Farm er's Alliance, this m orn­ 
ing continued his argum ent before the 
W ays and Means Committee in favor of 
the Pickier bill to establish sub-treasuries 
for the receipt of agricultural products. To 
his m ind no fixed volume of currency, no 
m atter how great, would meet the needs of 
agriculture. 
It wanted an elastic medium. 
The farmer sold liis crops in the fall when 
prices were the highest, and the crops were 
m arketed in two or three m onths. This 
annually caused a great stringency in 
money. 
Flower feared the plan would lead to 
banking on live stock, iron, lead and silver 
ore. They were getting along now in the 
latter direction at the other end of the 
Capitol. The true remedy for the farmers’ 
ills was the manufacturers’ plan. They 
should regulate the production. 
Raise 
only enough produce to meet the people’s 
wants and thereby get fair prices. 
Macnne proceeded to explain the process 
proposed to regulate the issue of produce 
certificates. 
He said the necessity for the 
exclusion of im ports of agricultural pro­ 
ducts was obvious. 
If the quality of cer­ 
tificates was to be preserved the certificates 
would constitute the soundest and best 
currency in the world. 
Probably not half 
of the $50,000,000 appropriation asked for 
to put the new m achinery in action would 
be required, but the sum should not be ab­ 
solutely fixed at a m inim um , as in time it 
would be necessary to extend the system to 
include all products of labor not covered by 
patents. The hearing will be continued to­ 
morrow.

Washington. May 14th.—a letter was re- 
ceiyeU troiu the f-ecretarvof the Treasury tran>- 
m.ttiug the report of Chinese Inspector Coon 
respecting the evasion by the Chinese ol the 
Exclusion Act in his district.

He 
fully concurred m the punw rtoi the bill, but 
supposed the principle of the C ourt's opinion 
extended to other things than distilled spirits— 
to opium, for instance—And he should have pre­

prohibit the sale. However, in order not to de­ 
lay action in the mutter, he had assented to the 
report of the bill. 
Edmunds, alsee a memt>er of the Judiciary 
Committee, expressed the same idea 
After some further eiisemssiou l'lumb desired 
to know what question was before the senate 
and was informed by the Vice President that 
there was no question pending. He then de­ 
manded the regular order, and when Hoar de­ 
sired to make some lurthtr remarks, Plumb ob­ 
jected, and insisted on the regular ,.rd. r. 
This was resented by Hoar, who remarked 
that he never had seen such an exhibition ot 
booñshness before. 
"Then you never look in a glass," was the re­ 
tort of Plumb. 
Edmunds- introduced a hill to establish a Uni­ 
versity or the United States and had it referred 
to a select committee 
The silver bill was then taken up and Teller 
addressed the Senate. 
He spoke or the bill a* 
relating to perhaps the most important question 
that ha.l been presented to the Senate since the 
demonetization of silver in 187;: He disclaimed 
any anxiety or any especial interest in promot­ 
ing the price of silver save and except that sil­ 
ver was an American product, and therefore 
every American ought to have interest in a.l- 
vanelug its price. 
The people ot Colorado had 
comparatively little ¡merest in the advance­ 
ment oi the price of silver, because although 
they produced one-sixth o’ all the silver pro­ 
duced in the world, they did not depend upon 
the silver product, and very shortly other in­ 
terests of the .State would far out-weigh the in­ 
terest of the mere silver production. 
The silver product of the United States was 
850,000,000 last year. It was insignificant in com­ 
parison with the great interests of the country 
that were involved in rehabilitation of silver a* 
a money metal. It would not do to say the 
"silver Barons of the West" were demanding it 
or that its demand was in the interest of cheap 
money. It was demanded in the interest of 
humanity, in the interest of progress, in the in­ 
terest of the whole human race. 
He criticised Wiudom's bill and he could not 
see what the purpose and object of that scheme 
was. It met with the approval of gold mono­ 
metallist* everywhere, and that was reason 
enough to warrant suspicion that it was a Tro­ 
jan horse. 
Of the bill reported from the Finance Com­ 
mittee be said it was founded on a system of 
financial policy, aud there was some philosophy 
in it. but It did not pro|>ose to use silver as 
money. Its fundamental idea was. as iu the 
other bill, that silver was metal and nothing 
else. 
Teller went on to speak ol the silver platik in 
the National Republican platform as promising 
full recognition of silver monev, and said the 
plank was inserted In recognition of the uni­ 
versal demand of the country for use of silver 
as money, and he would insist upon its observa­ 
tion whether it parted him from the adminis­ 
tration or not. Hid the pending bill, he asked, 
recognize silver in accordance with the plat­ 
form? B ethought not. 
Without concluding 
his speech Tet'er yielded to a motion to go into 
executive session. 
When the doors were re-opened tbe silver bill 
was laid aside informally till to-morrow and the 
Senate proceeded to the business on ea eudar, 
and after passing several bills, adjourned, 


i n t h e h o u s e . 
W a shingto n, May 14th.—The House resumed 
consideration of the tariff at 11 o’clock. 
Mills criticised the duty of 87 per ton on steel 
rails, when the labor on each ton of rails is 
only Sd. 
Bland offered an 
amendment authorizing 
farmers to organize associations for the sale of 
products and to obtain foreign articles free 
of duty iu exchange for their products. Re­ 
jected. 
Various amendments looking to a reduction 
of duty on earthen, china and g'assware. were 
made on the ¡Democratic side, but met with no 
success. 
Iu the course of the discussion of one of these 
amendments McMillan said Campbell of Pitts­ 
burg, a glass manufacturer, asked for protection 
from foreign labor, while he was charged with 
importing foreign labor in violation of the con­ 
tract labor law. 
Bynum said Campbell had come before the 
Ways and Means Committee and held a con­ 
sultation with the gentleman t.-om West Vir­ 
ginia (Wilson) and himself, and then had gone 
awsy and made an affidavit which was talse 
from beginning to end. 
Bayne said he would take Campbell's word as 
soon as he would that ot the gentleman from 
Indiana, and he knew them both. 
Wilson of West Virginia confirmed what the 
gentleman from Indiana had said. 
In the course of some further remarks Bynum 
said the Committee of Ways and Means in seek­ 
ing information on its bill had closed the doors 
of the Capitol against the labor of the country, 
but admitted manufacturers. The very entrance 
to the Capitol was closed in order to keep any­ 
body from coming in but those. The majority 
would allow the admission of manufacturers, 
but if honest labor came and knocked at the 
door it was not admitted. 
McKinley said the imputation of the gentle­ 
man from Indiana that the Ways and Means 
Committee had closed up the passage to the 
House in order that the majority might have a 
private consultation room was la se. He did 
not permit any man to impute to the committee 
any bad motives or lack of courtesy to the 
minority. The minority of the committee knew 
that any imputation ol that kind was absolutely 
false. 
Having considered sixteen of the fifty-six 
pages of the bill, the committee rose and the 
House adjourned.

THE NATIONAL ANTHEM. 
ÜÍ the San Francisco theaters hut one 
has yet adopted the practice of having the 
national antheui played by tiie orchestra 
as a curtain or as an opening or closing 
selection. That in that instance it meets 
public approval is evidenced by the ap­ 
plause frequently bestowed by the audi­ 
ence when the strains of the patriotic air 
have begun. At another San Francisco 
theater a patriotic drama is now being 
played. It draws crowded houses, aud on 
all sides has commendation for its cleanli­ 
ness and its tine spirit. But on a recent 
visit to that theater, when the war drama 
was presented, it was noted that during the 
entire performance the orchestra did not 
permit itself to indulge in an American 
air, nor at the fall of the curtain was the 
national anthem played, as is now done in 
most of the New York theaters, but dur­ 
ing the entire performance the orchestra 
avoided national airs—apparently pur­ 
posely. The management of the house in 
question being appealed to to have the 
national anthem thereafter substituted for 
the foreign selection that was played at 
the close, replied with a shrug of the 
shoulders that it amounted to nothing, that 
most of the New York theaters had aban­ 
doned or would abandon the idea—in 
short, that there was no particular reason 
why Americans should hear American airs 
in American theaters was the undeniable 
tone of the reply. 
We agree with the Chicago Inter-Ocean 
which, in commenting upon the practice 
in the sixteen New York theaters, says: 
It would be a good example to follow all over 
the country, bet Americans be welcomed to 
their evening’s entertainm ents with their na 
tioual hymn, as are the English people with 
“Goa Save the queen." There Is no better way 
to cultivate patriotism than by patriotic music, 
which should become as latniliar as are the 
lullaby songs of childhood. 
Some people, who assume to know a 
good deal more about theefiectof patriotic 
music upon the public mind than justice 
to truth warrants, have ventured to tip- 
tiit the nose at the new custom which it is 
hoped will become general. It is said by 
such that with a full chorus, at appropriate 
times and in fitting places, there is some­ 
thing thrilling about the rendering of such 
airs, but that to play them at the close of 
theatrical entertainments degrades and 
vulgarises the music and the idea. All 
which is nonsense. At the risk of invok­ 
ing the charge of being English in senti­ 
ment, the American can well point to the 
example of the people of England, who 
sing or have played their national anthem 
at all public gatherings, except those of a 
religious character. The English peeple 
for more than a century have followed the 
custom, and are so far from abandoning it 
that the bare suggestion to do so would 
stir the nation with indignation from cen­ 
ter to circumference. 
If national airs are not “degraded” by 
being played in the street parades of polit­ 
ical clubs and circus pegeanls, at the doors 
of slogging exhibitions and on occasions of 
about every character where bands or 
orchestras are introduced, it cannot de­ 
grade them or lessen the resjiect of Amer­ 
ican citizens for them ii they are made the 
musical welcome or benediction in the 
places where the public assembles to wit­ 
ness dramatic j>erformances. There is this 
about the rendering of national airs and 
hymns—that at all times and upon all oc­ 
casions they are titling, and an instance is 
yet to be [K>inted out in which the Ameri­ 
can {>eople have considered patriotic music 
inappropriate or unwelcome, if we except 
only such as are related to funereal occa­ 
sions. 
Perhaps there is no better evidence of 
the wisdom of the inauguration of the 
custom by the New York managers of 
opening or closing the entertainments in 
their places of amusement with patriotic 
music than the manifestations of approval 
on the part of the j>eople and the com­ 
mendations given by the press everywhere, 
except perhaps where the foreign atmos­ 
phere envelops the community, as in the 
alien town in Pennsylvania where the 
people mobbed those who attempted to 
raise the American flag over an American 
school-house. There is not a particle of 
danger of the national anthem, “The Star- 
Spangled Banner," being degraded by 
repetition before the people. 


PROCESS VERSUS WOOD ENGRAVING. 
It is said that the mechanical methods 
of pictorical reproduction have so multi­ 
plied, and have come into such general 
use, that the art of engraving on wood is 
in great danger of being wholly sup­ 
planted. The encroachments of the “pro­ 
cess” methods have induced the managers 
of the Coo[>er Union in New \ rork to take 
up the question of the abolition of the 
classes in wood engraving. 
But while it is probably true that wood 
engraving as an industrial vocation will 
bc crowded out, as an artist the wood en­ 
graver is not to disappear, lie may cease 


to use his art as a means for bread win 
ning, but it will result in putting him 
better to the front as an artist. Pho­ 
tography has not driven out portraiture, 
and the artist in that line holds his place, 
despite mechanical processes, and so it 
will be with the designer and engraver 
upon wood. In fact, the cheap “process” 
methods will make illustration more gen­ 
eral, and the engraver will therefore as a 
designer find his occunation more in de­ 
mand. He will continue to design, and 
in all the grades of work upon which time 
cannot be sacrificed to send to a “process” 
worker, the designer and engraver on 
wood will find himself called in. 


T h e polygamous Mormon elders who 
go into the South and seek to wean away 
young women from their homes, under the 
guise of religion, to replenish the harems 
of Utah are entitled to little or no sym­ 
pathy when the indignant people seize 
and flog them and drive them before gun­ 
shots into the swamps to perish. That is 
just what happened to a couple of the 
plural-wife preachers in Louisiana the 
other day. But when this is said it is not 
meant to lie taken as excusative of the 
cruelty and inhumanity of the people who 
administered the punishment, and who 
tied up the women and compelled them to 
flog each other for having listened to the 
preaching of the elders. Woman-beating 
at any time, under any conditions, is 
shameful, outrageous and inexcusable. 
The brutes who flogged the young women, 
though they were upheld by the brothers 
and the parents of the poor creatures, 
should themselves be triced up and given 
a taste of the lash. The civilization that 
gives birth to men who can he callable of 
such brutality to young women, or any 
women, is un-American and not represent­ 
ative of the people of the United States. 
It is oil'of a piece with the unmanliness 
that triced up the unfortunate women 
prisoners in Siberia recently and flogged 
them to death because they refused to 
comply with the unwarranted demands of 
their brutal masters. The people of Lou­ 
isiana should not sleep until the rascals 
who flogged their own sisters are driven 
from the State. If they are permitted to go 
unpunished, the whole people of Louisiana 
must he esteemed as in sympathy with 
such proceedings, and to approve of 
woman-whipping as a means of restraint 
under the appeals of religious fanatics. 
It is not, however, surprising in a State 
where it is practically no crime to 
flog a “nigger,” or even to shoot him down 
on the slight provocation of offering to 
vote, that men can be so brutalized as to 
flog their own sisters. 


T h e r e is not any too much time in 
which to lay the lines for proper represen­ 
tation of this State at the W orld’s Fair in 
1893. The suggestion of the R e c o rd - 
U n io n that each county should organize 
an effort to have its locality represented 
in the State exhibit, has been adopted in 
several localities, and now the Governor 
has addressed a letter to the official heads 
of the cities and counties advising them to 
promote local organizations for the pur­ 
poses indicated. A good method of pro­ 
cedure would be the erection of World’s 
Fair Clubs. In these there can be that 
free discussion and consultation that is not 
so easily had in official bodies, and they 
are therefore preferable for the earlier con­ 
sideration of the question of wavs and 
means, and the discussion of the methods 
of representing the county at the fair. 
Let Sacramento county act promptly in 
this matter and organize a Fair Club, that 
there may he that free, deliberate and care­ 
ful discussion of the matter that is essential 
to projier action. I t is important, too, that 
the Capital City should he foremost in 
such good work, and by her example 
stimulate others to similar action. 


W ill the iconoclasts leave us nothing 
of tradition, of history, art and hero­ 
ism? Not content with declaring that 
most of our romantic beliefs have no foun­ 
dation of fact, here are Eiffel, Bartholdi 
and other engineers demonstrating, at 
least to their own satisfaction, that one of 
the seven wonders must go—that, indeedi 
the Colossus ot Rhodes was a rnvth, that 
it never existed, and that it was impossi­ 
ble to have constructed such a structure 
as men have these centuries been taught 
to believe stood strident across the har­ 
bor’s mouth. 


Th e Musicians’ Unions at the East are 
moving actively and resolutely to exclude 
from the country, as contract laborers, the 
foreign musicians iuqiorted to fill places in 
hands and orchestras. But there appears 
to be no union to protest against the im­ 
portation of English ballet dancers. 
If 
the one is to he kept out why not the 
other? The principal of the law if in­ 
voked will make no distinction between 
the two classes of contract laborers. 
“Front rows” are prohibited from giving 
an opinion upon this question. 


SACRAMENTO RIVER. 
A ltoaril of Engineer* W ill Estim ate 
the Cost of Im provem ent*. 
Marsden Manson, Engineer of the State 
Board of Harbor Commissioners, and who 
was one of the delegates sent to W ashing­ 
ton by the River Convention, is quoted in 
a San Francisco paper with the foliowing, 
in regard to the work of improving the 
Sacramento and other rivers: “W hen we 
arrived in W ashington we met the repre­ 
sentatives from California, who were 
almost a unit on the matter of the improv- 
ment of our rivers. They advised against 
introducing a special bill, however, as it 
would be placed at the foot of the calendar, 
and would not be reached this season. We 
appealed to the War Department, but 
found that a resolution had been passed 
three or four years ago to make no ap­ 
propriation for the improvement of the 
Sacramento river until it was an assured 
fact that hydraulic mining bad ceased on 
the river. 
"A Board of Engineers was appointed 
about a year ago to inquire into this, but 
they have as yet made no report. 
“ We went before the River and Harbor 
Committee, and were very flatteringly re­ 
ceived. The committee gave us every at­ 
tention and consideration, and the Califor­ 
nia measure was incorporated in the river 
and harbor bill. 
They recommended to 
Congress that a scheme be devised to make 
the necessary improvements, and a Board 
of Engineers has been appointed to make 
a survey and an estimate of tbe cost of the 
required improvements.” 
BRIEF NOTES. 
The river marked 22 feet 9 inches yes­ 
terday.

GENERAL MOLTKE. 
H e B elieves in K eeping the Germ an 
Arm y On a W ar Footing. 
B erlin, May 14th.—Daring the debate in 
the Reichstag, to-day, on the military bill, 
the Minister of War explained the provi­ 
sions of the measure. 
Moltke spoke in support of the European 
situation, and declared it was growing most 
difficult, and it was imperative that Ger­ 
many should have a stroDg military sys­ 
tem. A strong Government alone would 
be able to maintain peace, and there is no 
one who does not hesitate to throw a match 
into the powder barrel. 
He held that all the powers were peace­ 
fully disposed, but security can only be 
at'ained by Germany’s own etlorts. Of 
course the maintenance of an army on a 
war footing demands the expenditure of 
large amounts of money, but the point to 
be considered is this : If we economize íd 
our war expenditures, the most brilliant 
financial sensation we may be able to cre­ 
ate will not insnre the exclusion of our 
enemies from tbe fatherlaDd. 
Richter, the leader of the Progressist 
Liberals, aaid the increase in France was 
accompanied by a redaction in the time of 
service to two years, and we favored the 
same for the German army. He main­ 
tained that the Reichstag ought to form its 
own views, and not form a decision based 
on the views of military officers. 
General Du Vernois replied that the 
Government was preparing a bill to reor­ 
ganize the army, and a chance would be 
offered in the near future to discuss the 
subject of shorter service. For the present 
the Government would make no conces­ 
sions. 


8TAR OF BETHLEHEM . 
Prolessor W iggins L ocates It at Nine 
O’clock in the W estern Horizon. 
Ottawa, May 14th.—Clergymen and 
scientists have for some time been looking 
for the reappearance of the so-called Star 
of Bethlehem. Prophet Wiggins, speaking 
on the subject to-day, said: 
“To night at 9 o'clock, if clear, look at 
the North Star. The constellation com­ 
monly called the Dipper will be over your 
head. Now draw a line through the m id­ 
dle of the Dipper, through the North Star 
and so on down to the horizon ; near the 
horizon this line will pass through the 
chair of Cassiopo.-a, five stars in the form of 
a letter W . W ithin a few inches, appar­ 
ently. of the big star at the right and upper 
part of the W appears the so-called Star of 
Bethlehem. Tycho Brache saw it in 1572, 
when it was larger than Jupiter and was 
visible at noon. Its magnitude, however, 
gradually decreased, and in two weeks it 
disappeared.” 
“You believe this, then, to be the Star of 
Bethlehem ” 
“No. It was accepted by the ignorant of 
tbe Middle Ages, but no scientists or ordi­ 
nary thinker so regards it now.” 
D angerous Icebergs. 
Q u e b ec, May 14th.—The Allan line 
steamer Parisian, which arrived here yes­ 
terday from Liverpool, narrowly escaped 
disaster off the Banks of Newfoundland. 
A fog prevailed, and the steamer was pro­ 
ceeding cautiously. The look-out sighted 
a huge iceberg forty yards ahead. The en­ 
gines were reversed, but the steamer ran 
on the iceberg to a distance of twelve feet. 
For a time the ship shivered from the 
shock, and great excitement prevailed on 
board. She lay on her broadside a full 
minute, and the Captain ordered all hands 
on deck and the crew to stand by the boats. 
Tbe vessel, however, soon settled back into 
clear water, uninjured. 
W holesale Frauds. 
Q uebec, May 14th.—In connection with 
the charges of wholesale corruption of 
Government officials by contractors to se­ 
cure favorable awards, the statement is now 
made that Larkin, Connelly & Co. paid 
$80,000 to secure the contract for the con­ 
struction of the granite dock at Esquimalt, 
B. C. Robert McGreevy and his brother, 
Thomas McGreevy, M. P., are said to have 
received $30,000, while Ottawa parties got 
the other $00,000. 
O. E. Murphy, who 
turns informer, produces documents to 
support his statement, among which are 
letters from Connolly offering $50,000 tor a 
$250,000 contract. 
Colossus of Rhodes. 
P a r is, May 14th.—Messrs. Bartholdi and 
Eiffel, after careful calculation have decided 
that the celebrated wonder of the world, 
the Colossus of Rhodes, as described by 
ancient historians, could not possibly have 
existed for technical reasons. Eiffel worked 
the problem out thoroughly with Bartholdi, 
and proves as conclusively as modern 
science can go that the legend of the Colos­ 
sus is as mythical as those of Hercules or 
any other of the sun gods of old. 
Bism arck's R etirem ent. 
London, May 14th.—The Vienna corre­ 
spondent of the Times says the removal of 
Bismarck has induced the Czar to reverse 
his policy of an alliance with France and 
revert to a German alliance. The Krasnoe 
nieeliDg will probably result in a compact 
that will altogether change the grouping of 
the European powers.

Batii (Eng.), May 14th.—Morgan Crow- 
ther, the champion lightweight of Wales, 
and Chaffee Heynian. the champion light­ 
weight of West England, fought sixteen 
rounds this morning.

H amburg, May 14th.—The striking gas 
workers united in riotous demonstrations 
to day. 8everal conllicta occurred between 
the police and the mob. Manv of the lat­ 
ter were injured. Several of the ringlead­ 
ers were arrested. 
W illiam at K oenigsburg. 
B erlin, May 14tb.—The Emperor and 
Empress reached Koenigsburg this room­ 
ing. The city is decorated. The usual ad­ 
dress of welcome was tendered.

SURPRISED PREACHER. 
R ev. Dr. H errick’s Friends M ake a Raid 
I 


on his Church. 
Something out of the common happened 
at the Cavalry Baptist Church last night. 
The occasion was that of a church social, 
which, after progressing for about an hour 
in a very charming manner, v;aa suddenly 
interrupted by a raid on the part of the 
Mayor and other “citizens of renown,” 
who seized the chair and thereafter con­ 
ducted things in their own way. 
Mayor Comstock called to his assist­ 
ance Professor E. C. Atkinson, who 
stated the object of the usurpation 
to 
be 
proceedings 
complimentary 
to the pastor, Rev. A. C. Herrick. Pro­ 
fessor Atkinson spoke of old times in 
Maine, where he and Mr. Herrick occu­ 
pied the same college benches, taught 
country schools and boarded ronnd. His 
tribute to the pastor’s worth was couched 
in well-chosen words of mingled serious­ 
ness and humor, to which the audience 
cordially responded. He said the only 
thing in brother Herrick’s record not 
wholly to his credit was his early member­ 
ship of the Maine Legislature, but it was a 
youthful indiscretion that he was sure had 
been locg since pardoned In concluding 
he called upon W. H. V. Raymond to 
speak of the Calvary Baptist preacher. 
Mr. Raymond said his main knowledge 
of Brother Herrick was as an illustrator. 
All were familiar with his illustrated lec­ 
tures, but his enduring reputation rested 
upon his work as an illustrator, by his life, 
of Christian principles. The speaker of­ 
fered the following series of resolutions 
which be believed would be expressive of 
the sentiment of all present: 
W iif.reas, we believe that an illustrated 
Christianitylis the highest need of the times; 
and, whereas, we believe that this illustration 
is seeu in no more radiant or beautiful form 
than in friendship for the friendless, help for 
the needy and suppoit for the weak: and. 
whereas, we recognize that in the ministrations 
among us of Rev. a. C. Herrick, Christian'truth 
is thus illustrated and commended; therefore 
Revolted, That we, citizens of Urn community 
aud observers of Brother Herrick's activities iu 
our midst, do hereby dec are, without regard to 
denominational lines or previous condition of 
sinfulness, our high appreciation of his worth 
and works, and with cordial sympathy and 
hearty hand-grasp bid him God-speed in the 
Master's work. 
Resolved, That a copy ol these resolutions be 
suitably engrossed and presented to Kev. A. C. 
Herrick in testimony of the esteem in which 
he is held In the city of his residence. 
Professor Atkinson then called on Sec­ 
retary of State Hendricks to say wheiher 
there was anything in the resolutions 
subversive of good government. Every­ 
body knows that it is impossible to de­ 
scribe one of the Secretary's speeches. In 
his inimitable way. he filled the house 
with fun and laughter for some moments, 
when in two or three serious sentences he 
spoke feelingly in honor of the honored 
pastor. 
Mr. Atkinson was determined that the 
resolutions should be discussed on all 
sides, 
and he called on Attorney- 
General Johnson to say whether tbe resolu­ 
tions contained anything in contravention of 
the Constitution of the State. Geneial 
Johnson took a humorous view of the sit­ 
uation. but reached the conclusion that the 
Constitution was safe. He was pleased to 
see that the previous speakers had con­ 
fessed to a “previous condition of sinful­ 
ness,” because that was the first act in the 
way of restoration to godliness. 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Hoitt being called upon to state whether 
the resolutions were hostile to the interests 
of the schools, could find nothing of that 
kind in them, but quite the contrary, and 
made a pleasing speech, well-received by 
tbe audience. 
’ 
Mr. Weinstock being spied in a distant 
corner of the room, was called for, and in 
touching terms spoke of the word of kind­ 
ness, the offering of love too often delayed 
till the ears it should bless were deaf and 
the heart it should gladden had ceased to 
beat. He urged his hearers to break their 
alabaster boxes of sympathy over the living 
rather than the dead, and place tbe roses 
designed for the coffin in the homes of those 
to whom their Derfume was yet sweet. 
P. E. Platt, President of the Board of 
Trade, was next asked to say whether any­ 
thing in the resolntions was opposed to 
the interests of the city. 
Ih his re­ 
sponse, which was a succession of 
sparkles from beginning to end, he consid­ 
ered the city debt, the climate, the streets, 
the postoffice and the railroads in their re­ 
lation to the subject in hand, but could 
find no fault with the resolutions. It only 
remained for Dr. W iard. on the call of Mr. 
Atkinson, to pronounce in some bright 
and learned remarks the probable harm ­ 
lessness of the resolutions to Mr. Herrick 
himself. 
The resolutions beiDg adopted by a un­ 
animous vote, a young man from tbe rear 
brought forward a superbly engrossed copy 
of the resolutions in a handsome frame, 
which was taken by Mr. Raymond, and in 
appropriate words presented to the pastor. 
The climax came when Mr. Atkinson 
assaulted the astonished preacher by a 
most eloquent and touching presentation 
of a volume illustrated by ones and fives 
and tens to the amount of $300. “ This 
volume,” said Mr. Atkinson, “is entitled 
‘Voices from Babylon,’ but the illustra­ 
tions are voices from Sacramento.” 
Mr. Herrick, though wholly surprised, 
bore himself manfully, and replied in an 
excellent vein. He quoted the saying, “It 
is more blessed to give than to receive,” 
and said he didn't know how that might 
be, but it was certainly blessed to receive. 
As he was leaving the room the reporter 
heard a good deacon remark, fervidly; 
“ This is a red-letter day in the history of 
this church.”

A most distressing and fatal accident 
happened yesterday m orning. The victim 
was Mrs. Em m a L. Burt, an elderly lady 
of this city, respected by a large circle of 
friends. The affair was all the more heart­ 
rending from the fact that Mrs. B urt was 
ju st returning to her family from a trip to 
San Francisco, and when she stepped from 
the incom ing east-bound overland train 
yesterday m orning at the depot, she doubt­ 
less thanked Providence that she was once 
m ore safe in the city of her home, and was 
soon to greet her loving children, who were 
w aiting for her to return. 
It was thanks 
hastily bestowed, for before another hour 
had passed she was dead and that fond 
greeting never took place. 
Mrs. B urt alighted from the train with 
an arm ful of bundles about half past three 
o’clock yesterday morning. 
It was yet 
very dark and she engaged a h a c k ' of 
Robert K ent to convey her to her home at 
1204 T enth street. She stepped into the 
vehicle and the driver closed the door with 
a loud snap. The horses were startled at 
the noise 
and, wheeling around, they 
started off at a rapid gait. 
' 
Kent jum ped tor the reins, w hich were 
attached to the seat, and succeeded in 
grasping them . H e jerked and pulled the 
animals, but they had already gotten too 
m uch headway, and 


HE WAS DRAGGED ALOSO 
Until he saw that by clinging to the reins 
longer be would be crushed between the 
hack and one of the posts which supports 
the arch which spans the Central Street 
Railway Company s track. H e let go, but 
even then was thrown against the post and 
som what bruised. 
The maddened anim als then had their 
own way, and increasing their speed at 
every jum p they dashed up Second street 
in the dark, with the lone and powerless 
occupant. 
They whirled around the corner of L and 
continued up that street to Third. 
It was at this point that Mrs. B urt either 
forced the door open or it opened itself 
from the jarring, but at any rate she 
jum ped, and from the m om ent she struck 
the ground till she died she was totally 
unconscious. She struck on her head 011 
the ground, and when Em il H einrich ran 
to her assistance she was lying on her back 
and the blood was flowing from a terrible 
cut in the top of rhe head. She uttered 
not even a moan. She was gently carried 
into a room on the corner. 


DEATH SOON CAME. 
Medical aid was summoned, as was also 
one of rhe sons of the dying lady, and the 
latter was with her when she died. The 
doctor stated that she could live but a few 
moments, and in about an hour Mrs. Burt 
breathed her last. 
The deceased was the widow of the late 
Theo. A. Burt, an employe of the railroad, 
who died about two years ago. She was 
aged about 50 years, and leaves two sons 
and two daughters. 
The runaway team turned the corner of 
L and Third and continued down that 
street to their stable, where they stopped. 
Nothing was found to be injured. Mrs. 
B urt would have been alive yet had she re­ 
mained inside the carriage, but it can read­ 
ily be understood that most any peison 
placed in a sim ilar perilous position would 
have jum ped as she did. 
Death was caused by concussion of the 
brain. 
W ith the exception of the gash on 
the head, there is not another bruise on 
her body.

“ W hy.” said the Governor, “he beat 
those little horses until I couldn’t stand it, 
and the lashing and yelling he applied 
brought out the whole neighborhood.”

SACRAMENTO COUNTY LEMONS. 


A u 
I llu s tr a tio n o f W lia t C an B e D o n e 
W ith T h e m . 
Just at present considerable discussion is 
being had in the horticultural papers re­ 
garding the best methods of curing lemons. 
In this connection it m ight be interesting 
to note the success George T. Rich, of this 
county, is having with his method of curing 
and keeping lemons. Mr. Rich's orchard 
is located near tne Lake House, on the 
upper Stockton road, about six miles from 
Sacramento. 
H e brought in yesterday to the W . R. 
Strong Cempany of this city several thou­ 
sand'very fine lemons, which were picked 
by him last November. They were cured 
by packing them away in hay in any open 
room, placed in layers of straw in boxes. 
They come out of the packages in prime 
order, skin pliable and thin, lemons sound, 
juicy and equal to the imported article. 
This demonstrates what can be done in 
Sacramento county in lemon culture when 
intelligently conducted. Mr. 
Rich has 
grown lemons and oranges in this county 
tor tw enty years past, and has taken sev­ 
eral prem ium s in the State Fair aud in the 
Sacramento Citrus Fairs. 


THE GAMBLING CASES. 


T lie 
P ro s e c u tio n W a s N ot R e ad y , a n d a 
C o n tin u a n c e is G ra n te d . 
The large crowd which gathered in the 
Police Court yesterday forenoon w ith the 
expectation that the gambling cases would 
go on were disappointed. 
As soon as Court convened, Charles T. 
Jones, attorney for Ross and Patrick, the 
defendants, announced that he and bis 
clients were ready and anxious to proceed 
with the trial. City A ttorney H art, how­ 
ever, stated the prosecution was not ready, 
as E. M. Leitch, the complainant, had em ­ 
ployed H iram Johnson as special counsel, 
and the latter had not had tim e to pre­ 
pare himself. Mr. Johnson substantiated 
what the City A ttorney said. 
Mr. Jones objected to the continuance, 
and said that his clients wished to be tried 
im mediately. 
It was of no avail, however. The prose­ 
cution was not ready, and Judge Buckley 
granted the continuance. 
The case went 
over until to-morrow. 


T h e G o v e rn o r's R e a so n s fo r P a rd o n in g 
th e E m b e z z le r. 
Governor W aterman yesterday granted a 
pardon to ex-Supreme Court Clerk Mc­ 
Carthy, who, in December, 1887, was con­ 
victed of embezzling $13,000 of State money, 
and was sentenced to five years im prison­ 
m ent in the penitentiary. 
McCarthy has 
never put in a day at the State Prison, but 
was confined in the San Francisco County 
Jail. 
Among those who personally spoke to 
the Governor in the prisoner's behalf, were 
the following gentlemen, who constituted 
the delegation w h'ch was to have arrived 
here Tuesday night, but on account of a 
delayed train, postponed their visit to the 
Executive’s office until yesterday morning: 
W . T. Baggett, Major Rich. H. H am m ond, 
C. F. McCarthy and Dennis McCarthy of 
San Francisco, and John M urphy and 
M iner Walden of Modesto. 
In granting clemency the Executive says: 
“ McCarthy was born and raised in this 
State. 
Early in life he evinced a sturdy, 
independent character, and, being of bright 
intellect, his efforts were repeatedly crowned 
w ith success. 
He was a warm, open- 
hearted boy, generous to a fault and a gen­ 
eral favorite among his friends and ac­ 
quaintances. 
“ H e was elected M inute Clerk of the As­ 
sembly during the Twenty-first session of 
the Legislature, and upon returning to his 
hom e in Stanislaus county was elected 
County Clerk. At the early age of twenty- 
nine he was elected by the people of the 
State to the office of Clerk of the Supreme 
Court, and while occupying that position 
he m et with his misfortune. I say mis­ 
fortune, because I verily believe it was no 
more. Owing to his generous nature he 
could not find it in his heart to deny any 
favor to his friends, and I have not the 
slightest doubt that the shortage in his ac­ 
counts was directly due to his desire to ac­ 
comm odate. 
“That he had no criminal intent and 
fully expected to make good his deficit, I 
am assured—but discovery came too soon. 
H is appeal is still before the Supreme 
Court of the United States, but I believe 
that his im prisonm ent of two vears and a 
half in the San Francisco County Jail is 
sufficient punishm ent. 
The law has been 
vindicated, and by giving him the benefit 
of Executive clemency at this time he will 
soon recover his posiiion as a useful and 
respected member of society. 
“I have been almost overwhelmed by 
letters from the most prom inent men in 
the Slate in every walk of life, advocating 
and urging his pardon. His petition con­ 
tains the signature of eleven of the jurors 
(the twelfth being absent in Europe). Hon. 
J . F. Sullivan, the trial Judge: Chief Jus­ 
tice Beatty and Associate Justices Paterson, 
Sharpstein and Fox of the Suprem e Oourt, 
ex-Associate Justice McKinstry, Superior 
Judges Lawler, Levy, Murphy, Garber, 
Reardon and Von Kevnegom of San Fran­ 
cisco, M inor of Stauislaus, Budd and Bald­ 
win of San Joaquin, Marks of Merced, Gib 
son of Alameda, Corcoran of Mariposa— 
and a large num ber of county officers 
whose names need not be mentioned to­ 
day.” 
After McCarthy was detected in his steal­ 
ings be boarded the next ocean steamer for 
the Sandwich Islands, and the State was 
put to no little am ount of trouble to bring 
him back. 
Extradition papers had to be 
m ade out and an officer sent to Honolnln 
to bring back the embezzler. After the 
trial in tbe lower Courts bis attorneys ap­ 
pealed the case to the State Supreme Court 
and afterwards appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. It never came up 
before that body, however, but by these 
processes he avoided going to the peniten- 
tiarv, and has been made almost as com­ 
fortable in the County Jail as he would 
have been in a second-class lodging-house.

The Board of Supervisors of Sacram ento 
county do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlaw ful between the 
first day of April and the fifteenth day of Sep­ 
tem ber of each year, in the county of Sacra­ 
mento, to take, gather, or destroy the eggs of 
any specie of wild duck, or to hunt, kill or de­ 
stroy any specie of w ild duek in said county, 
and any person so offending shall be guilty of 
a m isdem eanor. 
Section 2. It shall be unlaw ful betw een tbe 
first day of January an d 'th e first day of July of 
each year, to bunt, kill or destroy doves in m id 
county, an d any person so oflfending shall be 
guilty of a m isdem eanor. 
Section 3. Every person w ho shall have in his 
possession, or shall give away, or expose for 
sale, any specie of w ild duck or doves at a tim e 
w hen it is unlaw ful to kill the sam e, as provided 
by this ordinance, shall be guilty ot a m isde­ 
meanor. 
Section 4. All ordinances and parts of ordi­ 
nances in conflict w ith th is ordinance is here­ 
by repealed. 
Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect 
fifteen days after its passage.

NAUGHTON’S T R IA L . 


O pening S tate m en t o f Van D user, C oun­ 
sel for tlie l'ro seeu tIo n . 


S a n F r a n c isc o , May lith .—The taking 
of testimony in the trial ot’J .F . H aughton, 
charged with the killing of M. M. H err, on 
the 3d of February last, began in tbe Su­ 
perior Court, before Judge Finn, this m orn­ 
ing at 10 o’clock. 
Eugene N. Deuprey appeared for the ac­ 
cused. Attorney Van Duzer assisted John 
Lord Love in the prosecution. The jury 
filed into their seats and answered to their 
names. 
Naughton’s wife was in Court, with her 
two little children, and appeared m uch ai- 
fected. 
Tne Court-room was only partially filled 
with spectators. 
The accused appeared 
cjoI as he sat by his counsel. Mr. D eu­ 
prey objected to Mr. Van Duzer assisting 
the District Attorney, but was overruled. 
Mr. Van Duzer opened for the prosecu­ 
tion by reciting the history of the case aud 
tbe supposed causes that led up to the kill­ 
ing. Tne bitter feeling between the ac­ 
cused and deceased arose from defendant 
drawing out $2.20u from the lunds of the 
company in July, 18«9, aud going East. 
Thts bitter feeling lasted from that time 
until it culm inated in the killing of H err 
on the night of February 3, 1390. 
W hat 
occurred on that night is in tbe knowledge 
of defendant aud another man, H, Brewer. 
He would show that this was an en­ 
tirely unprovoked murder. 
Mr. H err was 
a man who would go to the extreme 
to avoid a quarrel with any one. The 
accessories ot tbe homicide were shown 
to the jury, consisting of the window 
with bullet-hole iu it, which it was ex­ 
pected to prove was caused by the same 
bullet that struck Mr. H err. The fact of 
the shooting was nut disputed by the de­ 
fendant. The shooting ot Herr by Naugh- 
ton was dearly stated by Mr. Van Duzer. 
Four sUots were fired, 
lh re e of them were 
accounted for. The fatal bullet penetrated 
tbe right lung in such a manner that it 
would oe shown that he could not be doing 
any thing else but be in the act of retreating. 
A num oer of people in tbe same building 
beard tbe shots. 
Mr. Van Duzer closed 
with a touching description of the death 
struggles of Mr. H err. 
L. 1*. Tuttle was the first witness called 
for the prosecution. A letter was read from 
C. Livis, which was identified by Mr. 
Tuttle as having been received by him . 
It 
was a request to forward Luvis’ mail to 
Minneapolis. 
\V. B. Tyier was the next witness. 
He 
identified certain photographs of the scene 
o( the murder, which he had taken on the 
12th and 13th of February, in tbe presence 
oi Mr. Deuprey and others. 
M. J. SullivanLsaid that he was Deputy 
Coroner at the um e of the shooting. 
Was 
notified of the shooting on the night of 
February 33, at 7:30 o'clock. W ent to 
room 11. Murphy building. Removed the 
body ot Mr. H err to the Morgue. 
Robert Hogan, a detective, testified that 
he had visited room 11. Murphy building, 
the m orning after the shootmg, aud de­ 
scribed tne condition of the apaitm ent at 
that time. Identified the sash and window 
pane in Court as the western window of 
the room, through which the bullet passed. 
W itnese noticed some blood eta.us on tbe 
window-sill at that time. Being shown 


. photographs of the room, he was asked 
• w hether the condition of the room, as 
j shown in these pictures, was the same as 
I on the morning of the 4'h of February, 
and he answered in the affirmative. Mr. 
Deunrey’s objection being overruled. The 
j room bad been locked and the key in 
! possession of the police UDtil the tim e the 
I photographs were taken. Cross-examina­ 
tion by Mr. Deuprey. witness said he had 
no knowledge of people entering that room 
between the tim e of the m urder and his 
visit thereto on the m orning of ths 4th at 
11 o’clock. The window was taken to the 
office of the Chief of Police. 
J. Anderson, janitor of the M urphy build­ 
ing, was callea, and testified that he had 
been three years in such position. 
The 
Endowm ent Company took possession of 
room 11 in O ccber, 1S89. Saw Mr. H err 
transacting business there. 
Every day for 
weeks he came there. 
Saw Mr. H err the 
evening of February 31 at 7:15. Saw him 
again an hour later when he was dead. 
The position of the furniture in that room 
was relatively the same as shown iu the 
photographs. 
Mr. Deuprey objected to photographs 
being in witness’ hands, on the ground 
that they were unreliable. Objection over­ 
ruled.

HE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY’ 
of Sacramento do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It is hereby determined by the 
Eoard of Trustees of the City of Sacramento that 
the public interest demand’s the improvement 
of the streets of the city of Sacramento, and 
that to make aud carry out said improvement of 
the streets, it will be necessary to incur an in­ 
debtedness on the part o f the city; that the im­ 
provement of the streets will promote and ad­ 
vance the interests and comfort ot said city; 
that the estimated cost of such improvement 
will be SB 0,100; that the manner of improving 
said streets shall be designated aud described 
in an ordinance calling such special election to 
he hereafter published. 
Section 2. It is lurther considered ihat the 
cost of the improvement of said streets is too 
great to be paid out offthe ordinary annual rev­ 
enue and iucome of the city provided lor such 
purposes. 
Section 3 The Board of Trustees of the city of 
Sacramento shall, alter the publication of this 
ordinance for at least two weeks in the Daily 
Bee, a newspaper published iu the city of Sac­ 
ramento, cause to be published an ordinance 
passed iu coulormity to the provisions oi Sec­ 
tion 2 of an Act of the Legislature of this State, 
entitled an "Act Authorizing the Incurring of 
Indebtedness by Cities, Towns and Municipal 
Corporations, Iucorpo:ated Under the Laws of 
this State.” approved March 19, 1889, calling a 
special election and submitting to the qualified 
electors of the city of Sacramento the proposi­ 
tion ot incurring the indebtedness for the pur­ 
pose set forth in this ordinance. The said ordi­ 
nance so calling the said special election shall 
be published once a day for ten days in the 
Daily Bee. a newspaper printed aud published 
in the said city ot Sacramento, and shall recite 
the purpose lor which the said indebtedness is 
prop-.sed to be incurred, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 2, of the Act of the Legis­ 
lature of this State. approved March 19, 1889, 
hereinbefore mentioned. 
Section 4. The polltne places for said election 
shall be designated iu the notice of said special 
election hereafter to be published. 
section 5. The election shall be held and con­ 
ducted iu accordance with the laws oi the State 
of California relating to elections. 
Section 6. This ordinance shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage.
